Approximately 400 angry citi- 
zens, including political activist 
Bo Gritz, protested the recent IRS 
seizure of a Highland residence 
Monday at the Provo Federal 
Building. 

The protestors, holding picket 
signs and screaming angry chants, 
attempted to stop the auction of 
Barry Crosby’s family home and 
his two vehicles. 

“We have a Waco incident right 
here in Provo,” Gritz said. “We’re 
going to respond.” 

For more than 18 months, 
Crosby has been fighting against 
what he feels are unjust tax 
assessments. According to Federal 
Tax Lien documents, Crosby owes 
the IRS $34,059. 

The dispute heightened on the 
morning of May 6 when the IRS, 
accompanied by two Alpine police 
officers and four criminal investi- 
gators, seized Crosby’s two vehi- 
cles and issued a notice of seizure 
on the Crosby home. 

Crosby maintains that approxi- 
mately 20 armed men, including 
officers from the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms, 
surrounded his home and unlaw- 
fully seized his property. 

IRS spokeswoman Jan Hadley 
said those allegations are false. 
“There were only 10, and they 
weren't from the ATF,” she said. 

Crosby said he has been corre- 
sponding with the IRS through 
certified mail. He said he was 
unwilling to personally approach 
the IRS because he felt he would 
not be fairly treated. 


“The only way they'll cooperate 


‘with you is if you say yeah, I owe 


that,” Crosby said. “We're tired of 
the intimidation.” 

Hadley told reporters the IRS 
went through all necessary proce- 
dures before seizing Crosby’s prop- 
erty. Under federal law, tax pay- 
ment plans are offered in such 
cases. 

“We can only proceed on a valid 
tax assessment,” Hadley said. 

“Hither a person will file a tax 
return and show a tax liability or 
sometimes a tax liability will be 
created through an audit — where 
records are brought in and pro- 
duced and we come up with an 
agreement or a disagreement.” 

Crosby claimed to have been 
awarded a temporary restraining 
order against the IRS auction of 
his property. Protestors argue the 
IRS illegally disregarded the 
order. 

A district court clerk, however, 
confirmed Crosby merely filed a 
complaint. No restraining order 
was issued, she said. 

Crosby did file a lawsuit against 
Corporate United States, Internal 
Revenue Service, Monday at 8:09 
a.m. alleging illegal seizure and 
sale. 

According to the lawsuit, the IRS 
allegedly failed “to comply with 
the required statutes, regulations 
and procedural requirements.” 

The rally, organized by Al Carter 
of the American Institute for the 
Republic, was not successful in 
preventing the Monday auction. 
Crosby’s interest in the $80,000 
home was sold for $4,450. Neither 
the buyer nor the amount of equi- 
ty Crosby had in the house were 
disclosed.

Returned missionaries 


joining support group

“The phone’s been ringing off the 
hook all night!” said Spencer 
McDonald after an April 29 article 
appeared in The Universe introduc- 
ing a support group available for 
returned missionaries who suffer 
from symptoms of mental illness. 

The group, started by McDonald 
and his mother, Sue, is sponsored 


._ by the Utah Alliance for the 


Mentally Ill. 

Efforts to create a support group 
for mentally ill returned missionar- 
ies and their families began after 
Spencer McDonald returned from a 
London mission early with symp- 
toms of mental illness. 

The McDonalds created the group 
to help returned: missionaries 
understand mental and emotional 
confusion. 

Spencer McDonald and his moth- 
er do not claim to have medical 
background or professional train- 
ing, but they say they can help suf- 
fering people because they have 
been there themselves. 

The McDonalds have been help- 
ing returned missionaries for 


approximately 10 years, they said. 

The support group has been help- 
ful to those involved, Sue 
McDonald said. 

She said one participant told her, 
“You have told me more about my 
illness than any doctor.” 

- “It is amazing the change that 
takes place in a sufferer after he or 
she realizes someone really under- 


stands their pain and can 
empathize with them,” Sue 
McDonald said. 


Few people empathize with or 
even understand ‘those suffering 
from mental illness because they 
seem fine on the outside, Spencer 
McDonald said. Consequently, if a 
sufferer complains of depression, 
people around him, not suspecting 
mental illness, assume he will 
“shake it off.” 

“The worst thing you can say to a 
mental patient is Just snap out of 
it. You can’t (snap out of it) 
because it’s an illness.”

The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints is not the only 
religion in Utah County construct- 
ing a temple. 

Local Hare Krishnas are breeding 
llamas to sell the offspring to help 
fund construction of a 4,000- 
square-foot temple to be built adja- 
cent to the small temple the group 
currently uses in Spanish Fork. 

Earnings from bake sales and the 
Hare Krishnas’ Provo-based 
restaurant will also be used to pay 
for the temple. 

It will resemble the temple found 
in India, where the religion origi- 
nated, and will have a visitors 
lounge, an import gift store, a the- 
‘ater, a vegetarian bar, a wedding 
hall and guest rooms. 

“We are raising funds to build a 
temple where we will have proper 
worship and where we can be God’s 
servants. Krishna is God, he is our 
king,” said Vai Bhavi dasi, a devo- 
tee of Krishna. 

The breeding and raising of lla- 
mas has proved to be a profitable 
business for the Krishnas. 

“We consider all animals to be 
sacred. It’s a business because we 
are raising a fund for the building 
of the temple,” said Bhavi dasi. 

There are approximately 25 or 
more Hare Krishna devotees and 
more than 3,000 persons on a mail- 


ing list in Utah for the Hare 
Krishna. 

Among the devotees there are 
many who come to the current 
Hare Krishna temple on Sundays 
for the worship service and a vege- 
tarian meal. . 

The Founder-Acarya of the 
International Society for Krishna 
Consciousness came to America in 
1965 to fulfill his spiritual master’s 
request that he teach the science of 
Krishna consciousness throughout 
the English-speaking world.- 

“Our main purpose is to live with 
God again. That means to have a 
personal relationship with Him ...

Grades poor measuring stick 
for future job performance

Grades are an inaccurate mea- 
sure of what students have learned 
and a poor predictor of how stu- 
dents will do on the job, said a uni- 
versity science professor and 
national education lecturer 
Saturday. 

Craig Nelson, consulting editor of 
College Teaching and professor of 
biology at Indiana University in 
Bloomington, spoke about fostering 
critical thinking during a math and 
science teaching workshop for BYU 
faculty members in the Ernest L. 


Wilkinson Center. 

“Grades are a very poor measure 
of what students have learned; so 
poor that people who look at grades 
statistically in terms of what did 
students show on this exam verses 
what did they show on another, 
suggests that we go to.a pass/fail 
grading system,” Nelson said. 

Nelson said grades are not a good 
measure of how to sort students. 
For example, undergraduate 
grades are usually negatively cor- 
related with success in professions. 

“Recruiters have been asked if

New plan extends U.S. role in Bosnia 


WASHINGTON — The U.S. commitment to protect U.N. peacekeepers 
in Bosnia suggests the use of Air Force and Navy ground-attack jets, 
taking American involvement a step beyond merely policing the skies, 
military officers said Monday. 

Air Force F-15C fighters already are helping enforce the United 
Nations-imposed “no-fly” zone over Bosnia. The proposed U.S. role in the 
new allied plan would suggest the use of warplanes, officers said. 

U.S. commanders in Europe also could call on A-10 Thunderbolt 
ground-attack planes, the AWACS command and control aircraft and a 
variety of electronic warfare planes that could jam radar signals from 
Serb anti-aircraft emplacements. 

The U.N. Security Council must vote on the plan. It would create safe 
areas for Bosnia Muslims through the use of U.N. peacekeepers. 


Manic depression difficult to diagnose 


-Manic-depression — mood swings of depression and euphoria that 
afflict more than 3 million Americans — often takes years to diagnose 
after sufferers first seek help, researchers report. : 
‘A sample of 500 patients reported that it took an average of eight years 
to get the correct: diagnosis. One third in the study said it took more 
than a decade to identify the problem. 

On average, participants said they consulted three doctors before get- 
ting a correct diagnosis. 

.“It is a treatable illness, and that’s why we’re concerned about the 
delay in diagnosis,” said Dr. Peter Whybrow, chairman of the psychiatry 
department at the University of Pennsylvania, who worked on the study. 
‘ Because the disorder begins most commonly between ages 15 to 19, an 
untreated case disrupts a person’s life at a vulnerable time, possibly 
co to drug abuse and failure in college and employment, Whybrow 
sai 


Khmer Rouge allows Cambodian vote 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia — In a surprise move, some Khmer Rouge 
leaders let guerrillas and villagers in the areas they control vote Monday 
in U.N.-organized elections. 

Khmer Rouge guerrillas in other areas prevented people from voting, 
but that did not keep Cambodians from flooding polling stations again 
on the second day of the nation’s first free election in 21 years. 

There was no comment from the secretive Khmer Rouge about why 
some people in its territory were being allowed to vote in the election, 
which the Marxist group had vehemently opposed for fear the 
Vietnamese-installed government would win. 

But there were indications the big turnout of voters in defiance of the 
Khmer Rouge’s threats prompted some guerrilla leaders to change tac- 
tics. 

The Khmer Rouge had vowed to try to stop the elections and launched 
numerous attacks on U.N. peacekeepers in recent weeks in an effort to 
force the vote’s cancellation. 

After polls closed Monday, U.N. spokesman Eric Falt said nearly 70 
percent of Cambodia’s 4.7 million registered voters had cast ballots. The 
election ends Friday.

Word changes hoped for regarding homosexuality in text

A decision of how homosexuality 
should be discussed in the class- 
rooms and in textbooks has not yet 
been decided. 

The Utah State Board of 
Education met Friday to review the 
textbook policy guidelines for the 
portrayal of homosexuality as an 
alternative lifestyle, but has not 
yet made a decision on the official 
wording for the policy. 

“The board suggested that the 
words of the policy read...‘the 
endorsement of or advocacy of 
homosexuality as a desirable or 
healthy sexual adjustment or 
lifestyle (should not be found in 
textbooks),” said Twila Affleck, 
secretary of the Utah State Board 
of Education. 

A controversy arose with local 
parents and community groups 
because the Textbook Commission 
suggested to change the wording of 
the policy. 


“It comes down to personal inter- ° 


pretation of the wording,” said 
Bonnie Morgan, director of curricu- 
lum. “I’m not saying that any one 
behavior is right or wrong. That is 
a decision the board will have to 
make.” 

“At these meetings the board 
gives the opportunity for the public 
to give their opinions on the issue 
at hand. At Friday’s meeting the

they know this and they say yes. 
Then they have been asked if they 
use grades in hiring people and 
they say yes because they don’t 
have any other way of sorting stu- 
dents,” Nelson said. 

Nelson said grades are social 
class discriminatory because con- 
tent in college is a dummy variable 
used to sort students. 

“We assume students know how 
to study in our disciplines when we 
teach freshman courses,” Nelson 
said. “If they have been to a good 
college preparation focused high 
school, they will know that.” 

Nelson said teachers can make up 
some of the differences in social 
class and can increase performance 
by telling these students what the 
others already learned in high 


school. . 


In addition to grades, Nelson said 
teachers have become inefficient at 
teaching facts. 

“Something in excess of 95 per- 
cent of the facts that a student can 
be shown to have learned, not of 
what you presented, but of what a 
student learned, is gone in less 
than a year,” Nelson said. 


He said a teacher can cover more 
facts than can be learned in an 
hour. Since the memory only holds 
five to seven pieces of independent 
thought, students can’t hold an 
hours worth of lecture unless 
teachers stop and help them 
process it. 

“When you prepare students and 
make them active, you get a vast 
increase in thinking. From that 
increase in thinking comes a vast 
increase in both the quantity and 
quality of in-class participation,” 
Nelson said. 

Nelson said teachers should be 
selective with the facts presented 
in textbooks because they contain an 
unbelievable amount of facts. 

“Students depend on the faculty 
to be gigantic high-lighters,” he 
said. 

“You have to have a way of point- 
ing out which facts they should 
learn without repeating them all in 
lecture.” 

Nelson said textbooks are good 
vehicles for learning essential facts 
and definitions if it frees teachers 
from covering the material so lec- 
ture time can be used for more dis- 
cussion.

The BYU men’s golf team earned 
a trip to the NCAA Championships 
Friday after taking third place in 


‘the West Regional at Riverside 


Country Club in Provo. 

The Cougars were in fifth place 
entering the final round Friday, 
but Brad Sutterfield’s fifth-place 
finish in the individual competi- 
tion, and Eric Rustand’s round of 5- 
under-par 67, the final round’s 
best, helped secure a third-place 
finish for BYU. 

Arizona, defending national 
champion, took first place in the 
team competition, seven strokes 
ahead of second-place Arizona 
State. 

Sutterfield finished four strokes 
behind medalist Manny Zerman of 


Arizona, who shot 211 in the three- 
round tournament. 

“The last round I struggled with 
the putter,” Sutterfield said. “With 
more luck in that last round I could 
have finished higher. 

“Tm just concerned with how the 
team plays, though,” he said. “It 
wouldn’t be as fun going (to the 
championships) as an individual.” 

“We played really well,” Rustand 
said. “We took our lumps last fall 
but now we’ve come together. We 
wanted to perform well on our 
home course and against the best 
teams.” 

New Mexico State, UNLV, Fresno 
State, Pepperdine, New Mexico and 
UCLA also qualified behind 
Arizona, Arizona State and BYU. 

These nine teams, plus 10 teams 
from the Central Regional and 11 
teams from the East Regional, will 
compete at the 7,081-yard 
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Men’s team off to NCAA Championships 


Champions Golf Club in Lexington, 
Ky., June 2 and 3. The top 16 
teams that make the cut will 
advance to the finals June 4 and 5.

Cougars passed over for bid

When invitations came for college 


-baseball’s “big dance” on Monday, 


BYU didn’t have a date. 

The NCAA Regional Selection 
Committee included three teams in 
the WAC in post-season play. 
Despite finishing second in the 
WAC Championship, BYU wasn’t 
invited. Fresno State, Hawaii and 
Cal-State Northridge were selected 
to represent the WAC. 

The Cougars had hoped for an 
automatic bid as conference cham- 
pions, but Fresno State received 
the conference bid by beating BYU, 
2-1, in the WAC Championship. 
BYU then entered the at-large bid 
pool, and its fate was decided by 
the NCAA selection committee. 

Hawaii and Cal-State Northridge 
were picked for at-large bids over 
BYU, despite average perfor- 
mances by both teams in confer- 
ence play. Hawaii had a 11-13 
WAC record, 33-23 overall, while 
Cal-State Northridge was 13-11 in 
the WAC, 33-18 overall. 

“We had to win the conference,” 
first baseman Chris Cooper said. 
“We play tough against tough 
teams, but we’re all disappointed to 
stay home.” 

“We were disappointed in the 
selection and the selection process,” 
BYU coach Gary Pullins said. “The 
great efforts of our players don’t 
get crowned, especially our seniors 
that don’t go on to the majors.” 

“IT felt we should’ve definitely 
been picked, especially over Hawaii 
in the WAC,” third baseman Dave 


‘Madsen said. 


“It was ugly. I think it was a 
political thing, definitely,” pitcher 
Ryan Hancock said.

presently a small minority but apt to grow in 
influence if the economic situation worsens.

“Some at-large bid should have 
come our way. Some changes need 
to be made in the at-large selection 
process,” he said. “The NCAA tends 
to favor the East, and I don’t think 
they liked two Western teams in 
the world series last year.” 

In determining which teams 
receive at-large bids, the NCAA 
selection committee uses a comput- 
erized ranking system called the 
rating percentage index. Computer 
rankings are used in the selection 
processes for men’s and women’s 
basketball tournaments, men’s vol- 
leyball and baseball. 

A team’s RPI is based on Division 
I winning percentage, strength of 
schedule and the strength of the 
opponent’s schedule. The RPI pro- 
gram then calculates how good 
teams are based on their winning 
percentages, and the committee 
uses the numbers as a basis for bid 
selection. 

BYU had a 28-16 record in 44 
games against Division I teams. 
However, the Cougars played only 
seven games against top 100- 
ranked teams in the nation, four 
against Fresno and-three against 
Arizona State: 

“Obviously, they go by power rat- 
ings and strength of schedules,” 
Cooper said. “We just played too 
many teams like Regis (College) 
and Northern Colorado.” 

“They (the NCAA) try to equalize 
teams across the country,” Pullins 
said. “We either had to win the 
league or have a tough schedule.” 

Pullins said, “With our geograph- 
ic location, we can’t go to Los 
Angeles or Las Vegas every week- 
end and go to school at the same 
time. We geared everything to win 
the conference”

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Officials seek relocation

A 28-year-old controversy to move 
the Brigham Young Monument 
from Main Street in Salt Lake City 
has many people asking from 
which location the statue should 
echo “This is the Place.” 

Since 1964, Salt Lake City 
Deputies Engineer Gerald Blair 
has seen proposals for moving the 
Brigham Young Monument from 
the intersection on Main Street in 
Salt Lake City. He hopes one day a 
decision will be made to move the 


monument in order to alleviate. 


traffic problems. 

“The allowance of left turns in 
every direction would free up the 
movements and reduce some con- 
gestion in the area,” Blair said. 
“The capacity of the intersection 
would go up.” 

Removing the monument from 
Main Street would allow buses to 
travel north on Main Street. 

“UTA buses would be able to 
turn, go west, come from the east 
and turn south.on Main Street,” 
Blair said. 

Each time a proposal has been 
made to move the monument, oppo- 
sition swells from individuals con- 
cerned with preserving its location. 

“T think from a traditional stand- 
point any sense of change, especial- 
ly a landmark of such magnitude, 
is difficult for many people to 
accept,” said Salt Lake City 
Planner Val John Halford. 

Some are hesitant to move the 
Brigham. Young Monument 
because they think a new location 
would dishonor it, Halford said. 

“They view (the moving of the 
monument) as paramount to mov- 


ing the temple itself,” he said. 

The monument should be moved 
to enable tourists to get a better 
look at it. Halford said he hopes the 
monument will be moved 200 feet 
to the north where it would be 
within the same general area as it 
is now. 

“If the monument were placed ... 
so that people could actually walk 
and experience it from all direc- 
tions, I think it would be much 
more beneficial, aesthetically, than 
it would be at the middle of an 
intersection,” Halford said. 

“It’s the same location basically, 
but just a little more pedestrian 
friendly,” he said. 

The monument was. not original- 
ly located on Main Street, said Bill 
Wright, director of the Salt Lake 
City Planning Division. 

“It was moved from Temple 
Square grounds to the corner of 
Temple Square at South Temple, 
and then into the intersection 
where it now resides,” he said. 

Wright said he would also like to 
see the monument moved to a loca- 
tion where it would be an observ- 
able tourist landmark. 

“We definitely want the Brigham 
Young Monument to be an anchor 
feature in the north end of the cen- 
tral business district,” he said. 

Wright said he hopes concerned 
citizens will view the moving of the 
monument as a “win-win” situation 
for tourists and for those who want 
to preserve the dignity of the Salt 
Lake City landmark. 

Discussions concerning the relo- 
cation of the monument have 
increased during the last six 
months, but no final decisions or 
plans to relocate the monument 
have been made. 


New director 
chosen to lead 
Jerusalem Center

S. Kent Brown, professor of 
Ancient Scripture, has accepted a 
three-year assign- 
ment as director 
Ofew ithe! 7 BY, 
Jerusalem Center 
for Near Eastern 
Studies. 

Brown will 
assume his posi- 
tion June 10, 
replacin'g 
Truman Madsen, 
who will return to 
teach religion at 
BYU this fall. 

Brown, who is 
making final 
preparations to 
depart to Israel, is 
no stranger to the 
Middle East and 
its culture. He 
received his doc- 
torate degree in 
Biblical Studies, 
lived in Egypt and taught at the 
Jerusalem Center during the 1987- 
88 school year, where he served on 
the Jerusalem Academic 
Committee. 

The appointment, however, drew 
a mixed reaction from Brown. 

“It was a surprise and not a sur- 
prise,” Brown said. 

“This is one of the few administra- 
tive positions I might actually 
enjoy, although the closer it comes, 
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the more daunting it seems.” 

However daunting it may seem, 
Brown feels his primary goal will 
be to continue what has been done 
in the past at the Jerusalem 
Center.

Brown taught at 
the Jerusalem 
Center, he recog- 
nized the pro- 
found influence 
the Jerusalem 
Center can play 
on a student’s 
life.

“I don’t believe in holding players 
out and I also don’t believe in sign- 
ing them for less than they are 
worth. I think (Shawn) is hiring us 
in order to obtain fair market value 
in a professional way,” Falk said. 

After being notified by Reiner 
Bradley, on his way to the Final 
Four, that Shawn had chosen him 
to be his agent, Falk said he was 
ecstatic. 
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
